TOKYO, Aug. 19 (Saturday)— U. S. and South Iforean armies sent the shattered renmanta of i eraclt commnnlsl division fleeing in panic 
NaklonR river today. The victory gave the capital city of Taegu a breathing spelL 

American marines and 24th division troops smashed the big communist bridgehead In the elbow of the Naktong sooth of Taega, U. S. 2Bth dlrlalon 

units and South Korean troops hurled back a North Korean 

offensive aimed at the capital from the north. Other allied 
forces recaptured the cast const port of Pohang and nearby 
KIgya to round out one of the best days of tho war. Tho 
victories all around the beachhead rim restored the Nalttong 
line, eased a aerioua threat to Taegu, and promised to reopen 
the best allied airport in Korea just south of Pohang. 

The marinca and men of the 24th division wiped out tho 
communist bridgehead in tho Naktong bend on tho second 
day of an offensive against the 10,000 to 12,000 elite troops 
of the North Korean fourth division. 

Marine commanders estimated that more than 1,000 com- 
munists were slain and tho whole division was neutralized as
